On which day, being the day fixed by the Constitution of said State 
for the meeting of the first General Assembly thereof, a quorum of 
members of the House of Representatives being present, Mr. Caldwell 
was called to the Chair, and the House called to order. ;

A message from the Senate, by Mr. Clark: 


Mr. Speaker—I am instructed to inform the House, that the Senate . 


have amended the resolution fixing the hour for opening the returns for 
Governor, from the different counties, at 4 o’clock, yesterday, by sub- 
stituting 11 o’clock, to-day, as the hour. 

On the question-— Will the House agree to the amendment of the 
Senate? it was decided in the affirmative. - 

Mr. Byrd submitted the following resolution, to-wit: 


Resolved, That a committee be appointed to examine the rules for - 
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the government of the House of Representatives, and see if any alter- 
ation be necessary, and report thereon as soon as practicable. 

On motion of Mr. Boon, the resolution was amended, by adding the ` 
words, “and before the Clerk takes any action on the resolution for 
procuring the printing of said rules.”

Resolved, That the Senate be requested to meet the House in the 
Representative hall, immediately, to receive such communication as 
may be made by Governor Fulton. l 

Mr. Caldwell submitted the following resolution, to-wit: 

Resolved, That his Excellency, William S. Fulton, and such of the 
officers of the Gencral Government as at this time may be stationed at 
Little Rock, be invited to take a seat within the bar of the House, at 
the jnauguration of the Chief Magistrate of Arkansas; and that suita- 
ble seats be prepared for their reception, in front of the Speaker’s 
chair. 

Mr. Whinnery moved to amend the resolution, by including the 
Hon. Ambrose H. Sevier. else 

Which resolution, as amended, was unanimously adopted. 

Mr. Whinnery moved that a committee be appointed, to wait upon, 
the individuals mentioned in the foregoing resolutions. 

The question was taken upon the motion, and it was lost. 

On motion of Mr. Smith, the following resolution was adopted, to-wit: 

Resolved, That Asa Thompson be permitted to address the Chair, 
without rising. 

On motion, it was so amended as to cxempt him from bearing any 
communication to the Senate. 

According to the invitation, as contained in a resolution of the House, 
offered by Mr. Caldwell, the Senate entered the Representative hall, 
to receive such message as William S. Fulton, Governor of Arkansas, 
might communicate. Whereupon, he was conducted to the Speaker's 
chair by Messrs. Royston and McCamy, from whence he delivered the 
following valedictory address: an 


Gentlemen ef the Senate and of the House of Representatives: 

About to be immediately superseded in the Executive office, by my 
esteemed friend, the Governor elect, I am aware that neither “ information 
of the state of the government,” nor the recommendation of measures, 
to bg considered by you, as the Representatives of the people of Arkan- 
sas, are expected from me, upon this occasion. 

I cannot, however, permit this opportunity to pass, without acknow- 
ledging my gratitude to you, and to the people whom you represent, for 
the cheering support which I have, at all times, received from both, in 
the discharge of my public duties. It has been my fate to encounter diffi- 
culties in public life, and perhaps to commit errors also; but such has been 
the kindness of the people towards me, and such their confidence in my 
integrity and good intentions, that no unpardonable offence has ever been 
fastened upon me ; and I am proud to know, upon retiring from my present 
atation, that my fellow-citizens have generally expressed a decided approval 


+ 
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of my official conduct, and seem anxious to manifest their good feelings, 
upon all occasions. In the knowledge that, in descending to the walks 
of private life, I have the good opinion of my fellow-citizens, I enjoy a 
consolation fully equal to the highest honors in their power. to bestow. 
If I have devoted all my time and abilities to the public service—if I have 
been faithful to my official trust—if-I have uniformly maintained true re- 
publican principles; and been guided, in the exercise of power, by a due 
regard to the rights and wishes of the people—I am @nscious that I have 
only done my duty, and that the gratitude felt fof me, by my fellow- 
citizens, is a voluntary gift, on their part,.to which, as a public officer, 
I have no right to,lay claim. os ; 

Since I became, under the Constitution, Governor of the State, the most 
important duty which has devolved upon me, has been the making of mili-: 


tary preparations for the defence and protection of our exposed frontier. 


Its peace and security have been thréatened by the war raging between 
Mexico and our neighbors and brethren of Texas. We have apprehended 


that a band of savage blood-hounds would be let loose upon our borders. - 


This state of things, together with- the establishment of so many powerful 
Indian tribes, immediately beyond our limits, and some of them at this time 


‘in open hostility with our country, has placed us ina most perilous situa- 
‘tion. Our country must now be convinced of the absolute necessity of 


making permanent and extensive defensive-works all along the south-west- 


ern frontier of the Unior. This conviction, it is hoped, will induce the , 


National Government immediately to adopt the necessary measures for 
our safety and protection. : 

At the call of their country, six companies of Arkansas volunteers have 
marched, and one other is ready to march, to the southern frontier. These 
brave defenders of our homes and firesides, have gallantly stept forward 
at my call. They are truly volunteers, and afford an admirable illustration 
of the truth of the assertion, that freemen can and will defend themselves. 

Upon the requisition of General ARBUCKLE, another call has been made 
upon the patriotism of the citizens of the north and west, and already a 
portion of the volunteers are preparing to march; and I am happy to be 
able to say, that our young State has proved herself adequate to meet the 
military calls which have been made upon her. 

We may well feel proud of the intrepid spirit displayed by the chivalry 
of Arkansas. All those who have or may step forward in her defence, 
deserve and will receive the lasting honor and-gratitude of their country. 

This, gentlemen, is the most momentous period in the history of our 
infant State. She is now commencing her career as one of the members 
of the American Union. To you the people are anxiously looking for all 
the blessings of a.good government, and to elevate our State to a proud 
station among her sister Republics. To your hands is intrusted the adop- 
tion of the various important measures necessary to give a sound and 
healthy existence to our new State Government, and I am happy in be- 
ing justified in expressing the opinion, that this high and solemn business. 
could ‘not have fallen into abler or worthier hands. * 

In closing my short career as the Executive Magistrate of this young 
and promising State, I trust I will be excused for expressing an anxious 
hope for her future prosperity and glory, and for invoking the beneficent 
smiles of a kind Providence on her onward progress through all future 
ume. l 
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I retire, gentlemen, from this important office, with a sincere hope 
_ that, in every.step you take, in organizing the Government of the State, 
you may be guided by the dictates of Divine Wisdom, and with my 
fervent prayers for the welfare and happiness of the people of Arkansas. 


His Excellency Governor Fulton withdrew, as did also the Senate.

On motion of Mr. Dickinson, the said bill was committed to a select 
tommittee, composed of Messrs. Dickinson, Roysdon, Tully, Littell, 
and Logan. $ 

Eleven o’clock, to-day, being the hour fixed by both Houses for 
opening and counting the returns from the different counties for Go- 
vernor of the State, the Senate, at that hour, convened in the hall of 
the House of Representatives. for that purpose. 

In pursuance of the Constitution of this State, the President of the 
Senate, and the Speaker of the House of Representatives, opened, 
| exe and declared the returns from thirty-one counties, to be as 
ollows: l 
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‘Whereupon, the President of the Senate announced that James $S. 
Conway had received a majority of eighteen hundred and thirty votes 
over the highest opposing candidate; that he was, consequently, duly 
elected Governor of the State of Arkansas, for the next four years from 
the time of inauguration, and until his successor may be duly elected 
‘ and qualified. l E 

The Senate then retired to their own chamber. 

There appearing to be some defect in the return from Searcy county, 
on motion of Mr. Roberts, the return was counted with the others. 

There appearing to be a like defect in the return from Pike county, 
on motion of Mr, Thompson, it was also counted among the others. - 

On motion of ‘Mr. Teevault, it was . ` 

Resolved, That a committee be appointed on the part of the House, 
to join such committee as may be appointed on the part of the Senate, 
to inform James S. Conway that he has been elected Governor of the 
State of Arkansas, for four years, and ascertain of hiny at what time he 
will be ready. to be installed into office: | 

Messrs. T'cevault, Dickinson, Adams, Roysdon, and Judkins, were 
appointed the said committee. l 

A message from the Senate, by Mr. Izard, informing the House of 
Representatives, that Messrs. Izard, Saunders, and Martin, were ap- 
pointed a committee, on the part of the Senate, to act with the com- 
mittee appointed by the House, to wait upon James S. Conway, and 
inform him that the two houses have examined the returns of the elec» 
tion for Governor, and that he is declared duly elected, and that they 
request him te say at what time he will be ready to be inaugurated. 

A message from the Senate, by Mr. Fergason, informing the House, 
that the Senate had adopted the following resolution: _

To the membersof both houses, and to a large concourse of specta~ 

tors, the Governor elect delivered the following Inaugural Address: 


i 
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F'ELLOW-CITIZENS: 

The date of our existence, as a free and independent State, has com- 
menced. 

Being about to enter upon the discharge of the high, responsible, and 
solemn duties of the Executive, I avail, myself of this customary and ap- 
propriate occasion, to express my gratitude, to the people of Arkansas, 
for the flattering manner in which I have been called to the exalted station 
I am now about to occupy, and to acknowledge the great responsibility 
which it imposes. 

Deeply impressed with the conviction that no acknowledgments on my 
part can equal the ‘honor conferred, I shall deem it ‘the best return I 
can make to devote my humble abilities, with honesty, fidelity, and 
assiduity, to your service, in such manner as may be best calculated 10 
promote the prosperity and happiness cf our common country. 

The constitutions of most of our sister States, impose more duties on, 
and give greater powers to, the Executive than is granted by ours ; 
in proportion, however, to the curtailment of those duties and powers, my 
Jabors and responsibilities are diminished. 

That covenant which is to guard our liberties, and which the solem- 
nities of an oath must bind us to support and defend, generally and 
clearly defines the duties and powers of your Executive ; ‘and, in strict 

accordance with its provisions, will I be found exerting my self to fulfil 
the public expectations in organizing, establishing and, administering the 
Government, 

Those who speculate on the prospect before us, and govern their hopes 
of the future by meditating on the past, will find nothing in our condi- 
tion which is not well calculated to inspire us with ardor in prosecuting’ 
the great purposes for which we have been chosen by the people, The 
task will not be completed by the mere passage of organic laws to put the 
Government in motion. The fabric of the State, when once constructed, 
must stand forages. It must be fixed in the understanding and reverenee 
ofthe people. Let us, t therefore, examine for and collect all our materials, 
cuicuiated to enlighten the public mind and diffuse general and useful 
knowledge. + 

We have ample means for the early establishment of such institutions 
of learning as wiH be calculated to insure universal education to the youth 
of our country. Knowledge is power. It is the lever which sways every 
thing in a popular government. 

It is not only important, in a political point of view, but is also the 
basis of morality and religion. ‘Therefore, whatever plans the Legislature, 
in its wisdom, may adopt, ‘calculated to secure these blessings to the people, 
will meet with my cordial co-operation. 

A fund for the internal improvement of our State is at your disposal. 
Its application, in the improvement of our roads, the construction of new 
ones, or its judicious expenditure in any other description of improvement 
for the benefit of the State, will receive my sanction. ? 

Viewing our locality, as the immediate frontier, adjoining and conti. 
guous to numerous tribes of Indians, many of whom are dissatisfied and 
soured with our government; and in whose bosoms we have reason to be- 
lieve are lurkings of hostility and revenge, we may readily calculate that 
our wives and children are not safe unless the savage monsters are deter- 
red, by anarmed force, or a knowledge that we have men, disciplined and 
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trainedto arms, who are ready, at the first flourish of the scalping-knife, 
orata moment’s warning, to marcirin defence of their country. It is not 
probable that the General Government. will continue a sufficient garrison 
or army on our borders to shield us effectually from the possibility of 
Indian depredations. Ishull, therefore, feel much solicitude in the speedy 
organization of the Militia of the State. When the hardy yeomanry 
are disciplined and properly trained to arms, they are the “ bulwark 
of our country.” They are the “chief defence of nations.” Any Le- 
gislative action calculated -to` forward this desirable object, will accord 
with my views, and receive my devoted and unremitted attention. 

A just diffidence in regard to my qualifications, teaches me, fellow-citi- 
zens, to solicit and hope for your indulgence, instruetion, and aid. May 
the goodness of that; unerring Providence, ‘which has ever mercifully 
-shielded us in our infancy, continue to guard, aid, and uphold our liberties. 
Flis goodness teaches and encourages me to offer up my supplications, that 
he will continue to make our happy . county the object of His Divine care.

Thereupon, the Senate appeared, and, having taken their seats, a 
message was received from the Governor of the State, by John J. 
Clendenin, his private Secretary, which was read, and is as follows, 
to wit: _ ` ` 
Fellow-citizéns of the Senate, and of the House of Representatives : 

In compliance with the. provisions, of our Constitution, it is my duty, as a 
co-ordinate branch ofthe Government, to communicate to you the condition 
of its affairs, and to suggest such measures for your consideration, as may. 
occur to my mind, as expedient and proper for your action. l j 

The duties, labors, powers, and responsibilities, of the present session of 
the Legislature, are of greater magnitude than will, perhaps, be those of 
any succeeding one. The important and arduous daties of revising and 
remodelling our imperfect laws, upon which the peace, happiness and desti- 
nies of our citizens depend ; the election of persons to the numerous offices 
which the Constitution makes it your duty to fill; a judicious and wise 
arrangement of the various funds subject to your disposal; and the crea- 
tion of a sound currency for the use of the State, give to fhe session upon 
which you have so recently entered, more than ordinary solemnity and: 
interest. It becomes us, therefore, to advance to the task with our minds. 
unbiassed—devoted to, and determined on, the performance of our duties. 


for the good and happiness of the people, and the advancement and honor - 


of the State. Let us offer up our'acknowledgements to the Great Preserver 
of nations, and humbly supplicate his guidance, protection, and approbation, 
in the accomplishment of duties of such magnitude. 
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It is with infinite pleasure that I can inform you, that our new and inte. 
resting State has just reason to boast.of health, happiness and prosperity. 

The Reports of the Auditor and Treasurer are herewith transmitted, 
The latter exhibits the debt of Arkansas to be eight thousand six hundred 
and ninety-four dollars and ninety-six and three-fourths cents, showing a 
decreasé of the debt, since the 30th September, 1835, of $272 20. By 
the Report of the Auditor, the probable amount of the revenue of the 
State, yet unpaid, for the year 1836, will be twenty or twenty-one thou- 
sand dollars. The duties of the Auditor and ‘Treasurer have been yearly 
augmenting, and are now so great as seem to demand an increase of the 
salaries of those officers, in proportion to their respective duties. The 
suggestions contained in the Auditor’s Report, I deem of sufficient import- 
ance to recommend to your consideration; and will here remark, that the 
insufficiency of our present revenue laws suggests the propriety of the 
passage of others more salutary. The duties of all officers connected with 
the revenue, should be clearly defined; and, to insure promptness and 
punctuality in the discharge of them, heavy penalties for great delay or 
wilful neglect should be imposed. 

The extra duties performed by the Auditor, in accordance with the 
requisitions of an act of the Legislature, approved 28d of October, 1835, 
appear to have been so laborious that justice seems to demand the allow- 
ance of a compensation equal to the amount of extra labor imposed. 

Although it may not be considered within the immediate province of the 
Executive, I cannot allow this opportunity to pass, without communicating 
my views upon the subject of compensation that may be given to those 
who, under our Constitution, may be chosen to fill offices. I feel warranted 
in the belief, that our sources of revenue will authorize the allowance of 
respectable and liberal salaries to our public functionaries; and I feel 
much solicitude that this should be the case especially in regard to the 
Judicial department of the Government. An enlightened and intelligent 
Judiciary is calculated to have a great influence upon the future character 
of Arkansas—to have a wholesome influence upon the morals and feelings 
of its citizens, and upon the peace and happiness of the whole country. 
A devotion to the laws has ever been (and I trust ever will be) a striking 
characteristic of the American people: that devotion is only acquired 
from the perfect confidence they feel in the honesty and capability of those 
who are chosen to construe and adjudicate upon them. It'is with a desire 
to insure such feelings of confidence in the minds of the people of Arkan- 
sas, in those who sit in judgment upon their property, their liberty, and, 
it may be, their lives, that I here take the liberty of drawing your atten- 
tion to the subject of the selection and compensation of our judicial officers. 
A liberal compensation seems to me to be necessary to induce men of 
scientific, legal and practical knowledge, to forego such professional pros- 
pects as their talents and qualifications would justly entitle them to at the 
bar, and to accept of places upon the bench. I feel assured that those 
you have the honor to represent, would cheerfully coincide with a course 
of this kind on the part of their agents. ; 

Viewing our situation as the immediate frontier, and so near a neighbor 
to the Mexican or Texian government, in which a cruel and savage kind- 
of warfare is now raging; and taking into consideration that the Govern. 
ment of the United States has removed numerous tribes of Indians from east 
of the Mississippi river to our immediate western border, and that some 


& 
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of the leading men of their tribes, unwilling to quit their places of na~ 
tivity, were forced away in chains, we have just ground to entertain fears 
of hostility from some of those quarters. I feel every confidence that our 
Government will place, and continue to keep, on our frontier, a respect- 
able portion of-their regular troops. Our standing army'js; however, 
too small to justify the belief. that the portion which can be assigned will 
be sufficient to insure us perfect safety against the tomahawk and scalp- 
_ing-knife. =~ 

Taking this view of. the subject, I consider there is no power granted 
by: our Constitution to your’ Executive, of more importance than that 
which makes him commander-in-chief of the military forces; and believing 
that the safety'of our citizens and country, in a very great degree, de» 
pends on a speedy and effectual organization, disciplining, and arming of 
the militia of the State, I cannot too strongly urge this subject to your 
early and favorable action. I feel warranted in the belief that the citizens’ 
of no country would be found more willing and ready to march, at the first 
cry of the war-whoop, in defence of their country, than the people óf 
Arkansas, But to enable them to act efficiently, they must have disci- 
pline and arms. : = g 

I would suggest the propriety of letting some part of your action on 
this subject, encourage the establishment of independent companies, under 
proper military regulations. In addition to the necessity of our own pre~ 
parations and exertions to defend ourselves, as a border pedple, we should 
claim, from the General Government, the erection upon our frontier, of 
sufficient garrisons to insure us protection and safety. It should also place 
at the disposal of the Executive of the State, a suiicient quantity of muni. 
tions of war.to arm the militia. We are also justly entitled to an arsenal, 
or depot of arms, at some convenient and appropriate point ; and we should 
not rest satisfied without such means of protection. I therefore recommend 
. the propriety of your representing our situation to the General Govern. 
ment, and, in energetic language, ask them fer those indispensable means 
of defence. a ; 

I cannot too earnestly press upen your consideration the subject of 
the completion of the state-house. Some years since, a liberal donation 
was granted by the General Government, for the purpose of erecting a 
suitable building for the accommodation of the Representatives of the peo- 
ple of Arkansas. And, recently, from the same source, a farther grant, 
of five sections of the public lands has been made, for the completion of that 
building. The latter donation is now at your disposal ; it is for you to 
determine the mamer in which the donation is to be converted to the pur- 
pose for which it was granted. ; 

In the mean time, I would respectfully recommend that you make an 
appropriation to put the whole building in such a condition ag to prevent 
farther injury by remaining in its present exposed state. My predecessor 
has delivered to me various papers, purporting to be abstracts relative to 
contracts and expenditures, connected with the disposal of the former ap- 
propriation. I would respectfully recommend the appointment of a com. 
‘mittee te investigate this subject, with authority to examine all papers in 
relation thereto, and to call on such individuals as can elucidate and give - 
explanations on any matter connected therewith. And also, in a similat 
manner, to examine into the disposition made of the fund arising from the 
thousand acre grant, designed for the construction of a court-houss and 
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jail. There are several papers now in my possession, relating to this 
subject. r 
As we are now. dependent on other States for the facilities afforded by 
- banks, the interests of our country appear to require our early action upon 
the subject of banking. Our Constitution has most wisely limited the 
number of banks to two ; a number sufficiently large at any time to give a 
safe circulating medium, and to answer the agricultural and commerciat 
interests of the State. Any measure calculated to secure these ends will 
receive my cordial approbation. 

By an act of the General Government, regulating the deposites of the 
public money, approved 23d June, 1886, we will, on the Ist day of Jan- 
uary, 1837, be entitled, as a loan, to a part of the surplus revenue, then 
remaining in the Treasury of the United States, for the reception and 

„disposition of which, provision should be made. 

I would, also, call your attention, to the act of the general government, 
supplementary to the act entitled “An act for the admission of the State of 
Arkansas into the Union, and to provide for the due execution of the laws 
of the United States within the same, and for other purposes,” approved 23d 
of June, 1836, which should be ratified. By a provision of this act, 
section numbered sixteen, in every township, has been granted to the State 
for the use of the inhabitants of such township, for the use of schools; 
a disposition of the lands thus granted, in a manner best calculated to se- 
cure the objects designed, will meet my approbation. All salt springs, not 
exceeding 12 in number, with six sections of land adjoining to each, have 
been granted to the State, for the use of the State, which are to be selected 
by the General Assembly, on or before the first day of January, 1840; 
the same to be used under such terms, conditions, and regulations, as the 
General Assembly shall direct, but not to be sold or leased, at any time, 
for a longer pericd than ten years, without the consent of Congress. For 
selecting those lands and leasing out the salt springs, agents or commis. 
sioners should be appointed. 

For receiving the five per cent. on the rett proceeds of the sale of public 
lands in Arkansas, to which, by this act, we are entitled, from and after 
the Ist day of July last, provision should be made. The funds arising 
from this source, will be gradually augmenting, and should be loaned out 
at interest until a sum of sufficient magnitude is at our disposal, to be used 
with effect, as the law designs, for the purpose of making roads and canals, 

Among the most interesting portion of your legislative labors, will ne 
doubt be a consideration of, and action upon, a system of internal improve- 
ment for the State- By the division of the surplus revenue, to which I 
have before alluded, a fund will be placed at the control of the Representa- 
tives of the people, which, if judiciously managed, will enable them to 
improve the roads and highways to a great degree, and thus enhance the 
value of the property of our citizens, by making the access to and from 
market, an object of trifling importance. We are too young, in knowledge 
and means, to follow closely in the vast strides of internal improvement 
taken by most of the States in the Union ; but we can make such a begin- 
ning as will, when our resources and experience become greater, and 
cur population more dense, assist materially in the proper application of 
those resources. [I would, therefore, recommend the appointment of a 
Board of Internal Improvement, composed of persons of suitable topogra. 
phical knowledge and experience.

The miserable and shackling condition of our common jails is such, 
that we have scarcely one in our State sufficiently strong to secure a 
prisoner without a standing guard. Experience, in other States, demon- 
strates clearly the good effects of Penitentiaries; but should the present 
Legislature, in its wisdom, deem it Inexpedient, at this session, to make 
provision for the erection of a building of that character, I am convinced 
that the public good requires some kind of legislation that will insure the 
establishment of common Jails which will be sufficient to retain criminals, 
without the expense of guards, or necessity of loading them with chains. 

The time and mode of choosing Electors to vote for President and Vice 
President of the United States, is of sufficient importance to insure your 
immediate action. 

One among the important duties to -be performed by the present Le. 
gislature, will be the judicious disposal of the fund which will arise from 
a donation of seventy-two sections of land granted to the State by the 
General Government, for the purpose of establishing aseminary of learning. 
Its magnitude-will doubtless insure your serious consideration and action. 
The creation of institutions of learning upon ascale as liberal as our means 
will justify, must, when carried into effect, giye to eur young State an 
early, respectable, and proud stand among her sister Republics. Most 
of the States in our Union have adopted measures and created fundsf or 
a general system of education within their respective borders, and from 
their experience we are taught that an earlier movement in the same bene- 
volent course, would have much: advanced the moral and intellectual 
standard of their citizens ; and learning wisdom from the experience of our 
neighbors, we can, in the outset, take such steps as will, in the course 
of a few years, enable all our citizens to bestow on their children the 
benefits of education. 

-Ardently hoping that unity and harmony of action will prevail in your 
deliberations, and nothing be done which will prove-prejudicial.to the best 
interests of the people, and that wisdom may guide you in the creation of 

wholesome and salutary laws, that will reflect honor on yourselves, and 


give character to our State, is the devout supplication of your fellow.citizen, +

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- 'Fhe report of the Auditor, accompanying the message, is as follows: 
AUDITORS OFFICE, Lirrig Rock, Arx’s, 
: 12th September, 1836. ? 
To His Ex. James S. Conway, Governor of the. State of Arkansas, 

Srr—The change which our country has made from a territorial 
to that of a state government, renders it important that the Auditor, in 
the discharge of his duty, should lay before the Executive, the financial 
condition of Arkansas, which he has the honor to do in the following 


REPORT: - 

An act of the Legislature, approved 23d October, 1835, made it the 
duty of the Auditor to apply to the several land-officers in Arkansas, 
for lists of all lands entcred at their respective offices, and to transmit, 
in the month of January, to assessors of taxes in the several counties, 
so much of those lists as related to lands in their respective counties. 
In the discharge of this duty, written application was made to the 
registers of the five land-oflices in Arkansas, for lists of all lands entered, 
sold, and located, at their respective offices, up to the 31st December, 
1835. From all the Registers except that in the Red River Land 
District, lists were received, although not in time to comply with ‘the 
precise words of the law requiring the Auditor, in the month of January, 
to forward to assessors of taxes, in the several counties, lists of all lands 
in their respective counties. Had these lists, furnished by the Regis- 
ters, even been placed in the hands of the Auditor on the first day of 
January, which was not the case, it would not have been possible for 
him to have complied with the law in that particular. To be apprised 
of the immense labor necessary to put those lists in readiness, is, at the 
same time, to be informed why those lists could not have been forwarded 
“in the month of January.” 

When those lists, furnished by the Registers, were received by the 
Auditor, to accomplish his task, it was necessary for him to éxamine 
the law and make out the boundaries of the counties. To do this, was, 
in many instances, more perplexing than a person who has not attempt- 
ed it, would at first imagine. The boundaries of many of the counties 
are quite vaguc—the law calling for traces, dividing ridges, and places 
not sufficiently remarkable to be known by searcely any one, except 
those living at ornear them. Jn many instances, small streams which 
were too insignificant to be meandered by the Surveyors, when the 
country was surveyed, are the boundarics of counties. Insuch cases, 
it was necessary to refer to the notes and plats in the Surveyor Genc- 
ral’s office, and to make out sketches of the county lines running through 
the sections—frequently parts of the same tract being in different coun- 
ties. In such cases, on the lists of lands for the counties containing 
greater parts of those tracts, the entire tracts were placed. After the 
boundaries were ascertained, it was then no small task to examine the 
numbers of about twenty-five thousand traets of land, and ascertain 
thereby in what counties they were respectively situated, marking each 
tract with the name of the county in which it was situated, and then 
to make out lists for all of the countics containing lands subject to 
saxation in Arkansas, except the five counties in the Red River Land 
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District. All of which has been done; and, it is believed, as accurate- 


ly as it could well have been done without actual surveys of the county . 


boundaries. where they appeared indefinite. It is evident that the 
revenue will be-greatly increased thereby; for all the lands must 


now be. taxed, which were entered before the first of January, 1836, ~ 


reaching back fifteen years to those entered in 1821, and comprising, 
at a rough estimation, about ‘two millions of acres. _ At the time the 


salutary law, requiring all this to be done, was passed, the Legislature, ' 


I presume, were not entirely aware of the immense labor requisite to 
accomplish it, or doubtless some provision for additional remuncration 
to the Auditor would have been made; but should the present Legis- 
lature, when fully apprized of what the Auditor has done, as an extra 


duty, conclude that the benefits arising to the State therefrom, are not: 


suflicient for the members of this Legisiature to allow him additional 
remuneration for this extra labor, he will be content’ with having done 
his duty. Having transacted this perplexing business this year, would 
it be thought improper in him, to earnestly recommend the necessity 
of changing the boundary lines of the counties to the lines of the public 
surveys and navigable streams, where they are otherwise bounded by 
roads, traces, dividing. ridges, and streams not meandered? Were 
this change made, the boundaries of the counties would be more defi- 


nite, better known by assessors of taxes, voters at elections, and by | 


every one who might wish to know them; and, above all, would enable 
the Auditor, by work much lcss perplexing, to ascertain the boundaries 
of the counties, and make out, for assessors of taxes of the several 
counties, correct lists of lands in their respective counties, which, at 
present, it is almost impossible to do. , an 

It is highly gratifying to be enabled to inform the Executive, that 
the law passed at the last session of the Legislature, providing for the 
redemption of “ military bounty lands,” has had a most salutary effect. 
The .sum of $4,854 21 has been paid into the Treasury for the re- 
demption of lands. :I would, therefore, suggest the propriety of con- 
tinuing in force such Jaws'as the present for the redemption -of military 
bounty lands; and, also, the necessity of passing a similar law for the 
redemption of all other lands that have been, or-may hereafter be, 
stricken off to the Auditor, for non-payment of taxes. At present, 
for the redemption of any other than military bounty lands, we have 
ne law. nO, ; : 

In compliance with the law requiring the Auditor, so soon as he could 
ascertain for what counties and for which years lists of lands had been 
stricken off for non-payment of taxes, to apply to the Sheriffs of the 
proper counties for such lists as were not in the Auditor’s office, he has 


rocured from the Sheriff of Lawrence county, lists of lands stricken off: 


in 1826 and 1828, amounting in all to one hundred and fifty-seven 
tracts, which, added to all others in the Auditor’s office, not previously 
registered, will make about two thousand tracts: all of which he has 
had registered in books kept for that purpose. There are now about 
three thousand tracts of land registered in books in the Auditor’s office, 
which have not been redeemed. The probable amount of taxes and 
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costs duc the Treasury of Arkansas on these lands, is estimated at fifty 
thousand dollars. | 

Permit me here to suggest the necessity of requiring, by law, Sheriffs 
to register, in books to be kept in their offices, all lands that may here- 
after be stricken off for non-payment of taxes; and, also, to forward to 
' the Auditor, lists of all lands hereinafter purchased at Sheriff’s sale} for 
°` taxes, specifying the name of the purchaser opposite each tract. This 
would enable each citizen, owning lands in the county in which he 
resided, to ascertain, at the Sheriff’s office, in his own county, whether 
his lands had been stricken off for non-payment of taxes, without the 
trouble of visiting the Auditor’s office; and would enable non-residents,, 
and others having lands in different counties, to ascertain, at the Au- 
ditor’s office, the precise condition of all lands purchased at Sheriff’s 
sale, for the taxes, without the trouble of visiting half a dozen counties 
over which these lands might be scattered. 

I deem it also important, that the Treasurer should be required, by 
law, to register or copy, in a book to be kept in his office for that pur- 
pose, all lands that may hereafter be redeemed, by entering on that 
book the statements of the Auditor in the order in which they are re- 
ceived, or the lands redeemed. This book would then be a check on 
that in the Auditor’s office. Having that check, should the Auditor, 
at any time, by mistake, or through carelessness, omit to note, on his 
book, any tract when redeemed, the book kept by the Treasurer would 
correct tnat error. 

Each assessor of taxes should be required, by law, to certify and 
sign the assessment lists returned to the Clerk’s office. A form should 
be prescribed by law for tax lisis—a form for the receipt given by the 
Sheriffs on the tex lists—and, also, a form for the certificate .of the 
Clerks, on the tax lists. 

As we have now principally to depend on our own resources for the 
collection of debts due the State, itis highly important that a method 
more speedy than the present, should be prescribed by law. In vain 
has the Auditor attempted to have all debts due the Treasury of Ar- 
kansas collected and paid into the Treasury, before making this report. 
Notwithstanding numerous accounts have been forwarded to the Prose- 
cuting Attorneys, for collection, many Sherifis have failed-to settle. 
But, ultimately, when those accounts are settled, the Treasury (for 
one good reason) will not lose by this delay and neglect,on the part of 
the Sheriffs. When Sheriffs fail to pay into the Treasury, the amounts 
charged on the Auditor’s books against them on the “(first Monday 
in December, in each year,” the present Auditor charges each Sheriff 
with 20 per cent. on the full amount against him, unpaid at the proper 
time. As the law requiring this to be dore, had not, by his predeces- 
sors, been enforced, so many of the Sheriffs have subjected themselves 
to this charge, that it is likely to prove a source of revenue to the State. 
Already the sum of $198 17 has been paid into the Treasury by 
Sheriffs, by delinquency. l 

Frequently the tax lists are not received by the Auditor, from the 
Clerks, until after the first Monday in December; previous to which, 
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or On that day, all Sheriffs should settle with the Auditor, Ñu some 
such cases, Sheriffs have (after the.first Monday in December) applied 
for settlement, and paid into the treasury a sum, in some cases, equat 
to a part, and in others, to the whole amount against them on the tax 
lists, before the tax lists had been received, or any charge made by 
‘the Auditor against them; and thus having obtamed.a credit on the 
_ Auditor’s books, previously to the charge against them, they contend, 

that, according to the words of the law, they are exempted thereby 
from paying the 20 percent. a. . 

In such cases the Auditor has not ordered suit for the 20 per cent., 
thinking it doubtful, himself whether it could be recovered: neither has 
he given a quietus, in full, to.any Sheriff, whose account was thus 
situated; but has left such accounts open for farther action, should the 
Legislature, or the Committee appointed to examine his books, under 
the belief that the 20 per cent. in such cases, can be recovered, direct’ 
the Auditor to order suit therefor. “Should the. Legislature, however, 
not do so, those accounts will be considered settled; and will serve as 
precedents for the settlement of accounts hereafter, similarly situated. 
Strange as it may appear, the present Auditor has ascertained that, 
for the years 1823, °24, °25, °26, and ’27, the accounts due the Treasu- 
ry of Arkansas, from the Sheriff of Miller county, are unsettled, and 
he has, for those years, made out accounts, and ordered suit for $334 
932. And after several applications to the Clerk of Miller county, for 
accounts against Sheriffs for the years 1829, 730, °31, 32, °33, and °34, 
(for which years also the Sheriffs of Miller county appear not to have 
paid any thing into the Treasury), by the prompt assistance of Mr. A. 
G. Stephenson, the Prosecuting Attorney for the first Judicial] Circuit, 
the Auditor has also obtained accounts for the years 1832 and 733, and 
has ordered suit for the collection thereof; and also for onc of 1835; 
making the amount of all of the accounts against Sheriffs of Miller ` 
county, for the collection of which he has ordered suit, $446 61. 
The sum of $2845 63, is now due from Sheriffs for the revenue of 
years previous to 1836. The Sheriffs owing this amount have sub- 
jected themselves to be charged with 20 per cent., which, on the 
amount due, is $569 122; which, added to the debt, makes the sum 
of $3414 752 due from Sheriffs for revenue previous to 1836. To the 
per cent. now due from these Sheriffs, add that already paid by other 
Sheriffs, which is $198 17, and it will make the sum of $767 294. ` 

The total amount paid into the Treasury, by the different Sheriffs, 
since the 30th September, 1835, is $6,603 05, of which the sum of 
$315 27 is interest; which, subtracted, leaves $6.287 78 scrip redeem- 
ed. ‘The total amount paid into the Treasury, for the redemption of 
lands, since the 30th September, 1835, is $4,854 21, of which sum, 
the Treasurer, by his commission of ten per cent., is entitled to $485 . 
42, which, subtracted, will leave $4,368 79; of which, the sum of 
$110 39 is interest, which, subtracted, leaves $4,258 40 scrip redeem- 
ed by redemption of lands; to which add the amount redeemed from 
Sheriffs, as stated above, and these sams will show the nett revenue 
to be $10,546 18. ; 
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Part of the moncy appropriated by the General Government to pay 
a Door-keeper and Clerks oi the Legislature, in 1833, was paid into the 
Treasury of Arkansas, and, aecording to a statement furnished this 
office, by the Treasurer, be has, with part of that sum, purchased 
S351 77 scrip, exclusive of interest; and a balance of $81 79 cash, - 
remains in the Treasury. The scrip and cash added, make §133 56; 
this, added to the amount, as stated above, will make the total amount 
paid into the Treasury, exclusive of interest, $10,979 74. . 

The am unt of the debt of Arkansas, on the 30th September, 1835, 
was §8,986 163, to which add the amount of warrants issued from the 
Ist of October, 1835, io the 12th of September, 1836, inclusive, which 
is $10,708 49, and those sums will make 819,674 653; from which 
subtract the total amount paid into the Treasury, as shown above, and 
the sum of 89,694 912 will remain, which is the debt of Arkansas. 

The revenue of the year 1836, not yet paid, will probably be twenty 
or twenty-one thousand dollars. 

By addressing a letter tothe Commissioner of the General Land-oflice, 
the Auditor has obtained an abstract of military bounty lands, patented 
since. 1829, amounting, in all, to about 750 tracts; about half of which 
number will be taxable next year. 

It will be essentially necessary to have a set of new books for the 
Auditor’s office; therefore, some appropriation should be made to pro- 
cure them, and also, to furnish stationery and an additional desk for 
the Auditor’s office. 

Having only stated what I considered necessary for information, and 
suggested things which I deem important, I now elose this report.

Mr. Tully, from the select committee Appointed to examine the act 
of Congress “supplementary to the act enfitled ‘ An act for the admission 
of the State of Arkansas into the Union,/and to provide for the due exe. 
cution of the laws of the United Statey within the same, and for other 
purposes,’ ” reported as follows, to wit | 

They find that, by an act of the Congyess of the United States, approved 
June twenty-third, ene thousand eight hundred and thirty-six, that the 
State of Arkansas is thereby declared to be one of the United States 
of America, and admitted into the Union on an equal footing with the 
original States in all respects whatever, according to the boundaries 
therein designated. 

Farther, it is declared, in the eighth section of the said act, that 
nothing in said act shall be construed as an assent, by Congress, to all . 
or any of the propositions contained in the ordinance of the Convention 
of the people of Arkansas. It is also set forth and declared, in the eighth ` 
section of the said act, that the State of Arkansas shail be entitled to the . 
“same grants, subject to the same restrictions, which were made to the 
State of Missouri by virtue of an act entitled ‘An act to authorize the 


_ people of the Missouri Territory to form a Constitution and State Govern- 
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ment, and for the admission of such State into the Union,’” &c., which 
grants and restrictions are fully set forth in the aforementioned act entitled 
‘An act supplementary to the act entitled ‘An act for the admission of 
the State of Arkansas into the Union,’ ” &c., and which is as follows, to 
wit: 

That, in lieu of-the propositions submitted to the Congress of the 
United States by an ordinance passed by the Convention of delegates 
at Little Rock, assembled for the purpose of making a Constitution for the 
State of Arkansas, which are hereby rejected, and that the following 
propositions be, and the same are hereby, offered to the General Assembly 
of the State of Arkansas, for their free acceptance or rejection; which, 
if accepted under the authority granted to the General Assembly for this. 
purpose by the Convention which framed the Constitution of the said 
State, shall be obligatory upon the United States: 

First. That section number sixteen in every township, and, when such 
section has been sold, or otherwise disposed of, other lands equivalent 
thereto, and as contiguous as may be, shall be granted to the State for 
the use of the inhabitants of such township, for the use of schools. 

Second. That all salt springs, not exceeding twelve in number, with 
six sections of land adjoining to each, shall be granted to the said State, 
for the use of said State, the same to be selected by the General Assembly 
thereof, on or before the first day of January, one thousand eight hundred 
and forty ; and the same, when so selected, to be used under such terms, 
conditions, and regulations, as the General Assembly of the said State | 
shall direct; Provided, That no salt spring, the right whereof is now 
vested in any individual or individuals, shall, by this section, be grant- 
ed to said State: And provided, also, That the General Assembly 
shall never sell or lease the same, at any one time, for a longer period 
than ten years, without the consent of Congress ; and that nothing contained 
in the act of Congress entitled “ An act authorizing the Governor of 
the Territory of Arkansas to lease the salt springs in said Territory, and 
for other purposes,” or in any other act, shall be construed to give to 
the said State any further or cther claim whatsoever, to any salt springs. 
or lands adjoining thereto, than to those hereby granted. 

Third. That five per cent. of the nett proceeds of the sale of lands. 
lying within the said State, ard which shall be sold by Congress, from 
and after the first day of next Jely, after deducting all expenses incident 
to the same, shall be reserved of making public roads and canals within 
the said State under the direction of the General Assembly thereof. 

Fourth. That a quantity of land not exceeding five sections be, and 
the same is hereby, granted to the said State, in addition to the ten sec- 
tions which have already been granted, for the purpose of completing the 
public buildings of the said State, at Little Rock; which said five sec- 
tions shall, under the direction of the General Assembly of said State, 
be located, at any time, in legal divisions of not less than one quarter 
section, in such townships and ranges as the General Assembly afore- 
said may select, on any of the unappropriated public lands of the United 
States within the said State. 

Fifth. That the two entire townships of land which have already been 
located by virtue of the act entitled “An act concerning a seminary of 
learning in the Territory of Arkansas,” approved the second of March, 
one thousand eight hundred and twenty-seven, and hereby vested in and

éonfirmed to the General Assembly of the said State, be appropriated 
solely to the use of such seminary by the General Assembly : Provided, 
That the five foregoing propositions herein offered are on th€ condition 
that the General Assembly or Legislature of the said State, by virtue of 
the powers conferred upon it by the Convention which framed tbe Con- 
stitution of the said State, shall provide, by an ordinance irrevocabfe with- 
out the consent of the United States, that the said General Assembly of 
said State shall never interfere with the primary disposal. of the soil within 
the same by the United States, nor with any regulations Congress may find 
necessary for securing the title in such soil to the bona fide purchasers there- 
of; and that no tax shall be imposed on lands the property of the United 
States; and that in no case shall non-resident proprietors be taxed higher 
than residents; and that the bounty lands granted, or hereafter to be 
granted, for military services during the late war, shall, while they

Your committee, in the prosecution of their duties, examined the 
lists of abstracts of lands taken from the Register’s books, made out by 
the Auditor, for the purposé of enabling the Sheriffs of the several 
counties to assess and collect the taxes, which shows that great research 
and attention were necessary to accomplish the object; although, not 
required’ by the duties of his office, the Auditor, at no small expense 
to himself, and with infinite labor, has performed. the task, and for 
which your committee recommend’the passage.of an act making an” 
appropriation to compensate him. Tf 

Another subject which came before your commiltee, during the in- 
vestigation of the Auditor’s books, which they feel it incumbent on 
them to make known to the House in this report. By virtue of an act. 
passed at the last session of the Legislature, approved 2d November, 
1835, and entitled “An act amendatory of an act now in force for there- _ 
lief of paupers,” warrants have been drawn on the treasury, for the sum 
of one hundred. and sixteen dollars and. fifty cents, covering the allow- 
ance of two accounts only. Your committee learn there are other 
accounts, created for the same object, in the progress of proof and al- 
lowance, one of which is understood to amount to near two hundred 
dollars. However desirable it may be for the Legislature, by its 
authority, to extend the hand of charity and. benevolence to the desti- - 
tute and distressed, it is evident, from the latitude given to the construc- 
tion of the act referred to, should. all portions of the State require 
aid in proportion to the amount called for, and likely to be called for, 
by the county of Pulaski, the whole resources.of the State could be 
swallowed up. Your committee, therefore, . recommend, that some 
alteration be made in the law, or that it be repealed. 
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On setilement with the Treasurer, your committee have teceived, 
and which is in the possession of the Chairman of the committee on 
the part of the House of Representatives, all the redeemed scrip in his 
possession, amounting, with interest, to $11,328 15; and the sum of 
$81 79, an unexpended cash balance of an appropriation made to 
purchase scrip; and the sum ef §27 50, saline or salt spring fund; and 
in cash and bonds, the’sum of $2,181 684, balance remaining in the 
Treasury, and being part of a fund created from the sale of two sec- 
tions of the university lands. 

Your committee cannot close this report, without expressing their 
satisfaction with the very correct and business-like-manner in which 
they found all the accounts of both offices kept, the neat and methodical 
manner of numbering and selecting all vouchers connected with them, 
and with the general arrangement, showing conclusively the faithful 
performance of the several duties of the Auditor and Treasurer, and 
their abilities and qualifications to fill the offices to which they were 
appointed. All of which is respectfully submitted.

And whereas, there is no constitutional principle better established 
and understood than that the President of the United States may re- 
move any officer of the Executive departments, when such officer 
obstinately refuses to aid the Executive, either in measures that are 
deemed essential to the interests of the country, or in enforcing a due 
and faithful execution of the laws, in obedience to the injunction of 
the constitution; and the right to ee another, who will discharge 


cay 
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those duties for which the President is responsible to the people, is 
equally clear and incontestible—-resting upon the same broad founda- 
tion, existing from actual necessity, and absolutely essential to insure 
harmony and efficiency in the Executive department, as a co-ordinate 
and independent branch of the general government; . - 

And whereas, the removal of the public deposites from the Bank 
of the United States, and its branches, was not only warranted on the 
principles of sound policy, auspicious to the liberties of the nation, 

romotive of the best interests of the country, and of the prosperity, 

appiness, and welfare of the people, but also in strict conformity with 
law and the duty of the Executive, and therefore no assumption of 
power, as charged in the said resolution, nor in derogation.of the 
constitution, or any law of the land; 

And whereas, the said resolution of condemnation is justly obnox- 
ious to the patriotism of the nation: Ist, Because it violates the plainest 
dictates of natural justice, as well as the rights of the Executive, 
guarantied by a constitution of the people’s choice; 2d, Because it is 
vague and indefinite, designating no act of executive usurpation, ad- 
miiting of no defence on account of its generality, thereby violating 2 
firm and inflexible rule of law, as well as reason, that any accusation 
affecting life, liberty, property, or reputation, must be certain and 
specific, marking out the crime or delinquency with scrupulous nicety; 
3d, Because, in effect, it wrests from the House of Representatives of 
the United States the sole power and right to originate all impeach- 
ments—a power vested in that body by the constitution—an usurpa- 
tion tenfold more dangerous than the imaginary one which the reso- 
lution denounced; 4th, Because it condemned a high public function- 
ary, without even the mockery ofa trial, deprived him of asacred and 
invaluable right, which the meanest wretch may claim when accused 
—the right of being heard by himself or counsel; 5th, Because it af- 
fixes a stigma upon the President, whose whole life has been devoted 
to the vindication of republican’principles, first, in the field, defending 
them from the open attack of an avowed enemy; next, in the chair of 
state, shielding them from secret and imperceptible invasion; 6th, 
Because the passage of the said resolution was effected by an open 
disregard of the instructions of the constituent. an expression of will 
warranted by the inherent rights of the people,” and which ought to 
be held sacred in all free governments founded on popular will: and, 
to crown the indefensible proceedings of the Senate, they refused to 
receive and enter upon their Journal a respectful protest of the Presi- 
dent, tending to show that there was no authority in the Senate to pass 
the said resolution; that it was out of the sphere of their duty, highly 
unjust and unconstitutional; that it charged the Executive with im- 
peachable matter, without giving him an opportunity to evince his in- 
nocence; which resolution is unparalleled in the history of the govern- 
ment, and presents a remarkable anomaly in the annals of the high- 
est deliberative body of the nation; 

And whereas, ihe people of the United States have sustained the 

resident, and given him the highest assurance of their confidence in 
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the correciness and legality of removing the public deposites, and in 
the other executive proceedings in relation thereto; _ 

And whereas, many States of the Union have demanded the ex- 
purgation of a resolution from the Journal of the Senafe, which pro- 
nounced a condemnation upon the President, without precedent, right, 
or justice, and now stands forth to the world, vague, indefinite, and 
objectionable in every point of view, and hence ought to be expunged: 
Therefore, 

Resolved, by the General Assembly of the State-of Arkansas, That 
our Senators in Congress be, and they are hereby, instructed to use 
their best efforts to procure the expurgation of the said obnoxious reso- 
lution from the Journal of the Senate, according to the mode proposed 
by the Honorable Thomas H. Benton, the Senator from Missouri, or 
any other mode that may be finally adopted for expunging the same 
from the Journal of the Senate of the United States.

Because your committee believes it to be his duty to act in conformi-

Because the bill submitted to the House substantially grants all the

3d. Because, the second section of the bill provides for indemnity to 
purchasers of town lots, or persons who have made investments therein 
at county sales. Your committee are at a loss to find any good 
reasons for indemnifying purchasers of town lots at county sites, other 
than those that would apply to purchasers of real estate, adjoining a, 
place from whence a county seat may be removed, and which re- 
` moval might reduce the value of their investments. Your committee 
will remark, for the benefit of speculators in town lots, that county 
seats are not permanent as are the Rocky mountains, or Andes, but 
are places liable to be changed by the will of the people, the existing 
laws, and this honorable body. They must, therefore, refer them to 
their own sagacity, and ability to penetrate the labyrinth of futurity, 
and see what time, chance, and circumstances, may bring about.

‘These amounts, with other expenditures for freights, labor, materials, 
and the lot on which the State-house is erected, swell the amount of 
its costs already to an amount exceeding thirty-five ‘thousand* dollars, 
a part of which yet remains unpaid, and is due to the several individu- 
als with whom contracts were made; of this number, ‘Mr. Thomas 
Thorn presents much the largest claim against the State. f 

By virtue of an agreement and contract, entered intò on the sixth 
day of April, 1835, between John Pope, Governor, and Thorn and

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‘Cook, wherein it is stated that the agreement then entered into, was 
‘the substance of a contract previously made by Chester Ashley, as 
agent for said John Pope, Governor; with Thomas Thorn; and which 


had ‘not, before that time, been reducéd to writing. It was agreed, - 


on the part of said Thorn and Cook, to do all the brick and stone work ' 


hecetsary for the completion of the State-house, and to furnish all the 
materials necessary for such work, and for which they were to be 
paid ten dollars per thousand for all the brick laid in the walls, and 
made hear or immediately about the State-house, and one dollar in ad- 
dition for all brick necessarily made elsewhere; and that said brick

At a subsequent period, to wit, on the 7th day of March, 1835, 
the said John Pope, Governor, entered into another agreement with 
said Thomas Thorn, and Stephen Cotter, which contract expresses 
to be the substance of a verbal one, entered into with said Thomas 
Thorn, ‘for the building of the jail in the town of Little Rock, about 
the pėřiod of twelve months preceding the date of the written contract 
then entered into; and wherein, it is agreed between the paities, 
that the said Thorn and Cotter are to satisfy certain outstanding 
claims relative to the Staté-house, which may remain against the said 
John Pope, Governor, at the date of the agreement then entered 
into; and it is farther stated in the-said agreement, that whereas, 
the said Stephen Cotter has been engaged in doing the work on the 
State-house for the last twelve months, under a contract with George 
Weigart, superintendent of the public buildings, with the approba- 
tion of said [John Pope,} Governor, at the price of work in Lexington, 
Kentucky, with an advaitce of thirty per cent. in said price, and 
which was to be carried on by said Cotter until the upper story of the 
satne was in a condition fit to be used, with such other works as he, 
the said Cotter, might think proper to do, relying on the public faith 
for indemnity.

In éonformity with the forégoing specified contracts, the said 
Thomas Thorn, as owner of the interests of Thorn and Cook, and aš 
having complied with that part of the agreement of Thorn and Cotter, 
tó pay certain outstanding debts against the said Join Pope, Gov- 
ernor, for mattérs relative to the State-house, presents his accounts, 
amounting to the sum of $28,551 10, of which there is charged, for 
work dorie dn the State-house, and for materials furnished, the sum of 
$26,353 78; and for advances to settle claims against the State-house, 
as per agreement, the sum of $5,670 12; and in payment of which, 
he acknowledges to have received the sum of $22,860 98, leaving a 
balance due him of $5,670 -12; and your committee would here ob- 
serve, that the amounts credited in the accounts of Mr. Thorn, cor- 
respond with the charges made against him in the statement of an ac- 
count rendered by the late Governor, and that the charges made by 
him for. advances, are fully pi by the vouchers accóompatişing 
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his account current, and that they believe them to be correct. The 
large item for work done on the State-house, your committee have no 
other means of ascertaining the correctness of, than by a re-measure- 
ment of the entire buildings, a labor not appertaining to their duties 
as members of the General Assembly. The statement of Mr. Thorn 
is, however, made out at great length, and with such detail as to ren- 
der it easy to detect any errors in the calculation, if there be any. 
He farther furnishes the certificates of two competent individuals, 
certifying to its accuracy; and if it is correct, there must remain the 
sum of $5,670 12, as stated above, yet cue Mr. Thorn; and your com- 
mittee believe the public faith demands that some provision should be 
made to settle and satisfy all the just claims against the State, for all 
the work and labor done on the State-house. 

The other accounts before your committee not having been render- 
ed for settlement, nor accompanied by sufficient vouchers, were not 
particularly examined. The whole of which is respectfully submitted 
to the consideration of this House.

4 to-morrow,” in lieu thereof. . 

On motion of Mr. Royston, the house disagreed to the said amend- 
ment; and, on his motion, the words * 12 o'clock P. M. this day,” 
were inserted after the words “sine die.” 

Before the Senate were informed hereof, they adjourned.
